T he O hio highway patrol planned 
today to join Pennsylvania police in 
experim ents w ith a radio typew riter 
designed to copy messages in patrol 
cars. 
The system , which m ay be adapted 
to the patrol's present radio tran s­ 
m itting equipm ent, would exclude 
outsiders from listening in on police 
signals.
